This invention relates to movable or stationary sanitary larders or safes, 
having ventilation without fear of external interference from heat, cold, damp, 
lusects and tlie like, safe-keeping from injury all perishable foods, plants, cut 5 
flowers, fruit and the like, and the invention is tlirected to . that type whicli 
comprises an outer member and an inner member separated from one another 
so tuat an air chamber is formed between said members, air being admittei 
from the exterior to the air chamber and from air chamber to the mtermr of

In carrying out the present invention, the larder or safe is so constructed and 
arranged that there is an air space alt round, that is to "say, at the sides; back, 
top and bottom and the front (the door), the air to the door being admitted from 
the exterior to its air chamber and from thence to the interior of the sale or 
larder,' and from thence to the exterior, eusxiring a continuous supply of fi;esh 15 
air through the safe or larder, keeping the safe cool in hot weather, free from 
dust and frorh- the effects of frost or damp. • , , j x' u ' 

For a clear understanding of the invention reference is to be, had to the . 
following description and accompanying sheet of drawings which show a larder 
^r safe with fixed roof, hinged front and horizontally slidable inner member, 20 
the parts being formed' of ply wood cemented together and to battens lormiug 
complete sides, end and roof in one without tongues, grooves or joints.

The front of the member « is closed by a door d having a chamber e formed 
therein, which door in its outer wall and at the lower part thereof is provided 
with an opening d\ covered with gauze to prevent the entrance of insects 
leading t6 chamber e which at its upper part on its inner wall is provided with 40 
an opening leading into tlie inner member h. In same manner are the . 
back and sides of the outer member a provided with holes leadmg^ to the 
' chamber c, the air passing from such chamber through holes c m the sides ■ 
of tlie inner member into the interior of such member and from thence through,;,-., 
hoFes ■c' in the roof of said inner member into the space between, the loots ot 45 
the inner and outer members and from thence by way of passages / formed in . 
i he side top battens to the atmosphere. • ■ 

Instead of forming the improved larder or safe of wood, t he same may be 
formed of sheet metal and the like, either wholly or m parts. . .. . 

Havinc' now particularly described and ascertained the nature of my said 
invention and in what manner the same is to be performed, I declare that 
what I claim is: — . . u iv ' 

In a movable or .stationary sanitary larder or safe of the type set forth, th^ 
combination of an outer member, an inner and slidable member arranged 
•UVithin said-outer member and spaced therefrom to form an air chg^er^there- 
Ibe^eea^ air! inlets in the outer member leading tb said cbainber./^riinl^t 
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leading from said chamter to the interior of ihe inner mehiber, air exit holes 
leading from the roof of said inner member to the space between the roofs of 
both inner and outer member and exit boles in the roof of the outer member to 
the atmospliefe, the initial inlets being provided with means to present the 
entrance of insects and tbe like and a hinged door to the outer member, said 
door being formed with an air chamber therein with air inlets and outlets 
thereto, air entering the chamber from the exterior of the door, the outlets 
opening into the interior of the inner member as herein described and illus- 
trated by the accompanying drawings.
